HE Right Honourable Richard Howe, Vifcoynt Howe 
_. of Langar inthe county of Nottingham, Vifcount 
Howe, Baron of “Clarrawly in the kingdom of IrcTand, Baro- 
net, Admiral of the Blue, Lt€arenant-General of the Marines, 
and Commander in Chief of the Weftern fquadron, was born 
in or about the year 1722. fe is the fecond fon of Scrope 
Vifcoum Howe, Barun of Clatrawly, by Lady Charlorte, 
daughter to the Baron Kilmanfegg in Germany, who was ma- 
fter of the horfe to King George I. as Eleétor of Hanover, 
The: Baronefs Kilmanfegg, Lady Suphia Charlotte, was 
daughter to Count Plater of the empire of Germany, and was 





herfelf created firft Conutefs of the province of Leiofter in 


Ireland, and afterwards Baronefs of Bientford, and Countefs 
of Darlington in Ireland. The family of Howe were of di- 
ftin&tion in the couuty of Somerfet* for feveral generations. 
The manor of Langar, in the county of Nottingham, came in- 
to the.poflcfion of the family by the marriage of John Howe, 
Eq; with Arabella, daughter of the Earl of Sunderland, 
whofe eldeit. fon, Sir Scrope, was created a Baron and Vif. 
count, and was fucceeded by Scrope, the father of the prefent 
Lord Howe, in the year 1713. He entered at an early age 
into ‘the: naval fervice. His firft fleps as a “fubaltern we 
have not been able clearly to afcertain. ‘There is a very cen- 
furable: fileace in the naval annals ef England with refpeé to 
individuals. Ships are mentioned without any notice of their 
commanders, and thus many of the juvenile, but brilliant ex- 
ploits of our countrymen, have been trufted to the thort-lived 
gratitude of public memory. On-the toth of April 1746, we 
find, by-the Navy Lift, he was made a Polt Captain in the 
Triton man of war, and in June 1752 was appointed to the 
command of the Dolphin. In the beginning of the year 1755, 
when Britain faw that the defigns of France were hoftile, Ad- 
miral Bofcawen was fent witha fleet of obfervation to ftretch 
along the American coaft: In this fquadron the Honourable 
Captain Howe commanded the Dunkirk; his thip, together 
with the Defiance, fell in with the Alcyde and Lys, two 
French men of war, which had been feparated from the fqna- 
dron of. M. Bois de Ja Mothe, off Newfoundland. They re- 
quired them to. pay the ufual compliment to the Britith flag,

By the arrival of Captains Deacan and Conway, who have 
been difpatched by Lord Howe, we are informed, that upon 
his Lordihip’s appearance off the Gut, the combined fleet im- 
mediately thood out of the Bay of Algefiras, and entered the 
Mediterranean, upoa which his Lordship fent in the tranfports, 
vidtualless, and ftorefhips into Gibrahar, aod having Ianded the 
whole, and completely relieved the garrifon, made fail into the 
Straits after-the enemy. In two days he got fight of them ; 
confid to windward, and forme: his line ‘o receive them! 
they bore down upon his van in the evening, whema diltant 
catinonading took place, which was conlined to that part of his 
fizet,.and in the night they made their efcape into Cadiz. 

The Jofs faftained in this partial engagement, is about 50 
killed, aad 160,wounded ; among the latter, Captain Fielding 
is the ouly officer who is ‘flightly wounded in the arm. The 
St Miguel. was takeu, and is coming home with Lord Howe. 

This.morning (fays a correfpondent) Captains Duncan, and 
Conway, arrived exprefs from Lord Howe, and gives the fol- 
lowing ‘acconnt: That his Lordthip had compleatly relieved 
Gibraltar ; that from the 14th to the 16th of laft month, the 
fleets were inrfight of each other ; the enemy having the wea- 
ther-gage, it was not in the power of Lord Howe ta bring the 
combined fleet to action. Part of the time between the 14th 
and..1 6th, the wind was lefs favourable, by which means, Lord 
Howe was enabled to bruth the tail of the enemy, who ran a- 
way from him into Cadiz. Capvain Fielding had the misfor- 
ane to receive a flight wound in his arm by a {plinter. } 

Lord Howe is om his paifige home, and may be expected in 
a few days. 

It was yelterday morning reported on ’Change, that the com- 
bined fleets of Franee and Spain had feparaced, and were gone 
for their refpective ports, and that Lord Howe was on his way 
home, having taken a French 74 gun thip, which had been fe- 
parated from the combined ficets. 

Lord Howe’s fleet is in as good a ftare, confideting the florms 
he has met with, as can reafonably be expected ; and his arri- 
val may be hourly expected in the Channel, with the Se Mi- 
chael, a Spanith thip of 70 guns, which had rom afhore near 
Europa Point, but was got off bythe Englifh, after fhe had 
ftruck to the garrifon of Gibraltar. 

The number of victuallers and ftorefhips which failed with 
Lord Howe for Gibraltar, were 57 {vil ; on board of them 
were provifions for the fupply of the garrifon for eighteen 
months. ‘Two of the itorcfhips were wholly laden with porter 
and other malt kquor.
